years, 313,650 from 20 to 24 years, 
287,176 from 25 to 29 years, 267,002 
from 30 to 34 years, 514,044 from 35 
to 44 years, 413.431 from 45 to 54 
years, 290,138 from 35 to 64 years, 
171,189 from 65 to 74 years, 73,336 
75 years and over, and 2789 for whom 
age was not reported. 
Of the total of 26.7 per cent are 
under 15 years of age. 1».6 per cent 
are from 15 to 24 year«, 29.5 per cent 
from 25 to 44 years, 19.4 per cent 45 
to 64 years, and 6.7 per cent are 65 
and over.

workmen first scarify the road­ 
bed to loosen embedded coarse 
rock.

Sweet Corn Can Be 
Planted in Squares 


Sweet corn above all other vege­ 
tables Is a home garden crop. It can’t 
be obtained In its full sweetness and 
finest quality except In the home­ 
grown patch or 
in 
the immediate 
vicinity of rlie home where the time 
between picking and eating is a mat­ 
ter of two or three hours. 
That is 
about the limit of time sweet corn 
can stand after picking without be­ 
ginning to go oft in quality. 
While corn is a hot weather crop 
and the seed cannot be sown with 
safety until the weather has passed 
the date of the likelihood of frost, it 
is also a vegetable that does not thrive 
in hot climates. 
It is at its best in 
the northern half of the country. It is 
a typical American vegetable and is 
not well known in other countries. It 
is a variety of the common field corn 
but it has never been found growing 
wild. 
Sweet corn wants rieh soil and It 
wants warm soil. It likes a good sup­ 
ply of moisture but won't thrive un­ 
der waterlogging. 
The popular taste 
has swung away from the older white 
kemelled corn, to the sugary little 
Golden Bantam corn, as yellow as the 
yellowest field corn. There are Golden 
Bantam crosses in which the golden 
color and some of the sugary flavor 


have been carried into the larger cobs. 
The Golden Bantam corn may be 
planted in squares in the garden in­ 
stead of the time honored rows. 
In 
this manner a great deal more corn 
from a given space can be harvested. 
In small patches the corn may stand 
eight inches apart in the row. 
A foot 
is the closest nnder intensive culture 
in small patches that the larger grow­ 
ing types can be placed. 
The rows 
should be two feet apart, the least 
distance that will permit walking up 
and down the rows to cultivate or 
pick the corn conveniently. Drop two 
or three seeds at one foot Intervals 
and then thin to one stalk after It 
germinates. 
Plant the corn about an 
inch deep. 
Spade in fertilizer when the garden 
patch is prepared and use a liberal 
quantity. 
An ancient legend declares that the 
sweetest corn is that planted in June. 
Whether there is any truth in the 
legend 
or 
not, June planted corn 
makes the fastest growth and pro­ 
duces high quality crops. 
While Golden Bantam Is the favorite 
in a great majority of gardens, it will 
pay to plant some Country Gentle­ 
man and Stowcll’s Evergreen. 
They 
will make a fine succession to the 
earlier Golden Bantam and there is 
as much corn on one cob of these 
larger varieties as there Is on two 
of the Golden Bantam nuggets.

Bigger Corn Crops Hinge 
On Industry, Chemists Say 


Strides Made in Industrial Use of Products of Corn 
Point Way to Larger Market 


This is the last of two articles 
commenting on the corn situ­ 
ation 
and 
the 
possibility 
of 
growing more corn at a profit. 
C 
AN we expect to create a larger 
market for corn by linking agri­ 
culture more closely with chemistry? 
The chemists say that we can and 
they have a way of translating their 
visions into everyday practice. 
To suggest that there is any one. 
simple way to expand a market, is to 
offer a bold challenge. 
How are they 
going to do it? 
Why hasn’t it been 
done? 
The chemist can answer be­ 
cause he has already started on the 
road to prove his claim. 
When we think of markets for farm 
products we find immediately that 
there are two principal ones which 
have existed from the very begin­ 
ning of time. 
One is the 
human 
stomach and the other is the animal 
stomach. 
Only in recent years has 
there been a third market and th a t’s 
in the field of industry and manufac­ 
ture. 
The possibilities of stomachs 
as a market is limited: neither man 
nor beast can consume more than a 
certain amount, but the m arket in in­ 
dustries is virtually unlimited. 
It has 
been 
growing 
steadily, 
thanks 
to 
chemistry, and the end of growth is 
by no means in sight. 
Then. too. an 
industrial m arket is better regulated 
and more stable for its needs can be 
estimated in advance. 


An Assured Market 


Consider for the moment what it 
would mean to the American farmer 
to have a known market for great 
quantities of staple farm produce: 
factories 
scattered 
throughout 
the 
country near the chief agricultural 
centers, taking excess crops and turn­ 
ing them into chemicals for use in 
industry. 
It would 
he an 
assured 
m arket and a growing one. 
We have 
some idea already of what it would 
bo like, for the industrialization of 
corn has been carried to great lengths 
and th<> manufacture of products de­ 
rived directly from corn is now being 
conducted in eleven state« near the 
source of the raw material. 
But the 
scientist wants to go even further. 
The 
tie between agriculture and 
chem istry is more easily understood 
and its value more easily appreciated 
if one thinks of food products as so 
much 
cellulose, 
starch 
and 
sugar. 
T ake farm staples apart and most of 
them 
yield one or more of these 
chemical 
elements. 
And 
then 
we 
should consider livestock as individual 
unit factories m aking fats and pro­ 
teins. 
Cellulose and starch, for ex­ 
ample, enter into industrial use in 
huge quantities. 
Photographic film, 
and lacquers are made of cellulose; 
so is artificial silk. 
Starch figures 
prominently in the textile industry 
where it is used as a sizing, and in 
the making of paper and adhesives. 
More than thirty industries use starch 
in one form or another. 
The chemist knows all about this 
development because he is responsible 
for it and he visions it being carried 
further. 
He recognizes starch as a 
basic material with vast possibilities. 
He found the way to make it from 
corn and other agricultural products 
and he sees an expansion in its use 
which may ultimately make it more 
im portant in industry than in the age- 
old stomach. 


Expanding Uses

The last gap In the 336-mile con­ 
crete 
highway 
linking 
St. Louis, 
Memphis and intermediate points was 
completed Friday afternoon at 3:00 
o’clock when workmen for the Har­ 
rison Construction Company finish­ 
ed pouring concrete on Highway 61 
just south of Morley.

the first time this week, for 
the purpose of picking up over­ 
size gravel, sifting it for pro­ 
per dimensioned gravel, 
and 
chewing up the oversize mater­ 
ial for future use. 
The 
ma­ 
chine had humble beginnings— 
like a famous educational 
in­ 
stitution—with an educator on 
one end of the log and a will­ 
ing student on the other. 
The machine, likewise is 
a 
development of 
rather 
crude 
drags combining a screen and 
crusher, in use since 1924. 
Since that time highway en­ 
gineers have perfected the idea 
to its present stage. 
To 
ex­ 
plain its function necessitates 
a digression on gravel roads. 
Gravel or rock was formerly 
not as closely graded 
as 
at 
present. As a result th^re are 
roads in use now which contain 
very little “binder” or fine ma­ 
terial, 
and 
an 
overplus 
of 
coarse, three-inch and up ma­ 
terial. 
In using the 
machine, 
workmen first scarify the road­ 
bed to loosen embedded coarse 
rock. 
This is then bladed 
to 
one side. 
Here's 
where 
the 
Whozis comes in. 
The 
gadget 
follows 
this 
windrow of rocks, scoops up a 
hopperful and starts tne 
ag­ 
gregate over a series of screens 
which separate the fine 
from 
coarse material. 
Rock of pro­ 
per proportions is deposited di­ 
rectly to 
the 
roadbed 
from 
whence 
it came. 
Coarse and 
oversize 
material 
is 
carried 
through a chute 
to a crusher 
operated by an auxiliary motor 
and is deposited again on the 
roadbed.

entire windrow. 
Closely checked 
figures 
on 
maintainance of this 
particu­ 
lar type of road show that

costs about $1.10 per yard

applied, 
adds another $1.00 or $1.10. The 
machine picks up, 
masticates, 
digests and replaces the orig­ 
inal oversize at a total cost of 
about 55c with

THE CHAYOTE, A NEW OLD 
VEGETABLE NOW AVAILABLE 


A “new” vegetable for the Amer­ 
ican table but one which has been a 
staple 
food 
for 
centuries in some 
Central American countries is 
the 
chayote, sometimes called vegetable 
pear, mango squash, or mirliton. In 
the last few years there has been in­ 
creasing interest in the growing of 
chayotes for home use and local m ar­ 
kets in the lower South, the United 
States Department of Agriculture re­ 
ports, and chayotes are now’ appear­ 
ing in season in northern as well as 
southern markets. 
The adaptability of the chayote as 
a table vegetable is one of its out­ 
standing characteristics. 
It may be 
eaten plain 
boiled, 
mashed, 
fried, 
stuffed and baked, used cold in salads, 
in friters, or made into sweet pickle 
Unlike most 
squash, 
the 
chayote 
holds its form perfectly after being 
cooked. Its flavor is delicate and re­ 


sembles summer squash. 
To 
some 
people it tastes like stewed oysters. 
The root, which 
becomes 
tuberlike 
after the first season, is starchy and 
may be boiled and eaten. 
Botanically the chayote is related 
to the squashes and 
cucumber. 
It 
usually fruits in the 
fall, 
though 
when early vine 
growth 
from 
old 
roots is not injured by spring frost it 
may produce a crop in the spring. The 
fruits of different varieties of chayote 
vary in weight from 3 ounces 
to 
3 
pounds.

Sweet Corn Can Be 
Planted in Squares 


Sweet corn above all other vege­ 
tables is a home garden crop. It can’t 
be obtained in Its full sweetness and 
finest quality except in the home- 
frown patch or In 
the immediate 
vicinity of the home where the time 
between picking and eating Is a mat­ 
ter of two or three hours. 
That is 
about the limit of time sweet corn 
can stand after picking without be­ 
ginning to go ofT in quality. 
While corn Is a hot weather crop 
and the seed cannot be sown with 
safety until the weather has passed 
the date of the likelihood of frost. It 
is also a vegetable that does not thrive 
In hot climates. 
It Is at Its best In 
the northern half of the country. It Is 
a typical American vegetable and Is 
not well known in other countries. It 
is a variety of the common field corn 
but It has never been found growing 
wild. 
Sweet corn wants rich soli and It 
wants warm soil. It likes a good sup­ 
ply of moisture but won’t thrive un­ 
der waterlogging. 
The popular taste 
has swung away from the older white 
kernelled com, to the sugary little 
Golden Bantam com, as yellow as the 
yellowest field corn. There are Golden 
Bantam crosses In which the golden 
color mid some of the sugary flavor 


have been carried Into the larger cobs. 
The Golden Bantam corn may be 
planted in squares In the garden In­ 
stead of the time honored rows. 
In 
this manner a great deal more corn 
from a given space can be harvested. 
In small patches the corn may stand 
eight Inches apart In the row. A foot 
Is the closest under Intensive culture 
In small patches that the larger grow­ 
ing types can be placed. 
The rows 
should be two feet apart, the least 
distance that will permit walking up 
and down the rows to cultivate or 
pick the corn conveniently. Drop two 
or three seeds at one foot intervals 
and then thin to one stalk after It 
germinates. 
Plant the corn about an 
Inch deep. 
Spade in fertilizer when the garden 
patch Is prepared and use a liberal 
quantity. 
An ancient legend declares that the 
sweetest com Is that planted In June. 
Whether there Is any truth In the 
legend or not, June planted corn 
makes the fastest growth and pro­ 
duces high quality crops. 
While Golden Bantam Is the favorite 
in a great majority of gardens, It will 
pay to plant some Country Gentle­ 
man and Stowcll’s Evergreen. 
They 
will make a fine succession to the 
earlier Golden Bantam and there is 
as much com on one cob of these 
larger varieties as there Is on two 
of the Golden Bantam nuggets.

Moscow, May 12.—Millions of So­ 
viet citizens learned to their dismay 
today that daring the last few days 
the government had quietly 
raised 
the prjue of 50 per cent 
on 
food, 
liquor *md practically all basic com­ 
modities. 
This step was interpreted in many 
quarters as part of the governm ent’s 
program to deflate the currency, the 
outstanding total of which 
is at 
a 
huge figure. 
Commissar of Finance Grinko sta t­ 
ed some time ago that there would 
be no further issuance of currency in 
1031, indicating that authorities ap­ 
parently had awakened to the 
ap­ 
palling inflation and intended taking 
steps for stabilization. 
Ju st how this object is to be 
ac­ 
complished with millions of workers 
drawing regular salaries 
is 
unex­ 
plained, but the boosting of prices all 
along the 
line 
apparently is 
one 
method. 
W ith all prices up 50 per cent and 
probably going higher, 
outstanding 
paper is expected to 
be 
decreased 
rapidly and 
deflation 
acomplished 
more or less painlessly. 
The government is reported to have 
large quantities of food and 
other 
commodities which it intends to re ­ 
lease slowly at higher prices until 
the balance of currency is in favor of 
the Treasury, after which prices will 
be stabilized accordingly. 
In connection with this campaign 
the government has recently opened 
a number of so-called “night clubs” 
in Moscow and other 
large 
cities, 
where food and drink can be 
pur­ 
chased at comparatively stupendous 
prices. 
Beer is the principal drink 
and it costs 2 rubles (nominally $1) 
pre stein. 
The establishments usu­ 
ally are 
open 
until 
early in 
the 
morning and they are crowded at all 
hours. 
The government recently 
opened 
twenty-five “commercial 
shops” 
in 
Moscow and other cities, in which all 
sorts of food can be bought in 
any 
quantities, but at tremendously high 
prices—such as 10 rubles, nominally 
$5, for a pound of butter. 
These shops are crowded day and 
night. 
It is estimated that the gov­ 
ernm ent has been drawing in millions 
of rubles from these sources, closing 
up private traders who had shaded 
their prices just enough to draw cus­ 
tomers. 
While prices are exorbitant in these 
store, those 
in 
co-operatives 
and 
“closed” shops are maintained at 
a 
reasonable level, but their commodi­ 
ties are strictly rationed. 
The new 
schedule 
of 
increased 
prices affects taxis, horse-drawn ve­ 
hicles, theatres and restaurants 
as 
well as stores. 


HOW OUR LACK OF 
SPIRITUALITY HANDICAPS 
US WITH THE ASIATICS 


W riting in the magazine Asia, Sir 
Francis Younghusband, tells of 
the 
following incident which occurred in 
an oriental country he was exploring: 
As we were one day riding togeth­ 
er over the open prairie-like valleys 
without a soul anywhere in sight— 
just we two and the three ponies and 
the distant mountains—he suddenly 
asked me why I never said my pray­ 
ers. 
“You British have no religion”, 
he said. 
“You have seen me say my 


prayers five times every day. 
You 
have seen the Kirghiz in their tents 
night 
and 
morning 
saying 
their 
prayers. 
But I have 
never 
once 
seen you saying yours”. 
I tried to appease him by saying 
that I had said mine inwardly. 
But this answer did 
not 
satisfy 
him. 
He continued 
“I have been to India and I have 
seen the English churches empty all 
week. 
Only on Sundays does anyone 
go to them and only once then. How 
can you care about religion if you 
practice 
it 
so 
little? 
Religion is 
nothing to you English”. 
Now this Afghan was only one of 
those petty traders who wander about 
from K ashgar to Bokhara, from Bo­ 
khara to Kabul, from Kabul to India 
and from India to K ashgar again. He 
was no mullah or religious fanatic. 
He was just a typical Central Asiam. 
And, when he thus evidently despised 
us for our want of religino, I m ight 
depend upon it th at most other Cen­ 
tral Asians did the same. They m ight 
adm ire us for our energy and push, 
but they would not have any funda­ 
m ental liking or respect for us. 
We 
m ight be good fighters and good ru l­ 
ers; but we should lack the one es­ 
sential. 
Three years later I was again 
in 
Chinese T urkistan—this time 
on 
a 
political mission to the Chinese. 
I 
was full of pride in my country, and 
on one occasion I expatiated at length 
to 
a high 
Chinese 
official on 
our 
achievements in India—on the rail-. 1 
ways we had built, the canals we had 
dug, the roads we had 
constructed, 
the telegraph lines we had laid, and 
on our ships and guns and rifles. Like 
all Chinese officials I had met, w heth­ 
er in Peking or in the remote part of 
M anchuria or Mongolia, this man was 
dressed in beautiful silks most 
ex­ 
quisitely embroidered and was full of 
both dignity and courtesy; his m an­ 
ners were perfect. 
He listened with 
the utm ost politeness to my enthusi­ 
astic praise of our achievements. And 
then to my 
amazement 
he gently 
intim ated to me in the most graceful 
language that 
ships 
and guns and 
railways were not everything in life 
and th at we Europeans were a quar. 
relsome lot, perpetually at w ar with 
either ourselves or someone lese; we; 
had neither the culture nor the 
r e - 1 
pose of the Chinese. 
The beautiful, 
whether expressed in literature or in 
pictures or in form and color in por­ 
celain, was evidently far more 
to 
him than were all our mechanical in- i 
ventions. 


Now these two conversations—the I 
one with the rough Afghan and 
the 
other with 
the 
refined 
Chinese—I 
took greatly to heart. 
They were 
a 
revelation to me. 
I saw that there 
was a lot in them. 
And they taught 
me much. 
I learned from them that 
these Central Asians greatly prized 
religion, and the Chinese, culture. 
In 
their hearts, both Afghans and Chi­ 
nese prized 
spiritual things—prized 
them above m aterial things. 
This gave me cause to think. 
Evi­ 
dently, to get along with Asiatics, I 
too must show them th at I set store 
by spiritual things. 
I m ust show re­ 
gard for religion and I m ust 
show 
regard 
for 
culture. 
Also, I 
mqst 
avoid obtrusively parading our 
ma­ 
terial trium phs—though as a m atter 
of fact these are evidences of 
the 
triumph of mind over m atter and of 
the way in which the mind can shape j 
and twist and bend m aterial to hu­ 
man needs and harness the forces oi 


Nature to man’s purpose. 
Only thus, 
by showing Asiatics that we, too, val­ 
ue religion and culture, could I cap­ 
ture their real regard. 
Iwas astonished to find that at the 
end of the World War our prestige— 
and the prestige of the whole white 
race—was lower than it was at 
the 
start. 
I had thought it would be im­ 
measurably higher. 
I had 
thought 
that the Indian 
troops 
who 
came 
over to Europe would have been im­ 
pressed by the 
colossal 
dimensions 
of the effort we made. 
But I 
have 
found that the peoples of Asia were 
far more deeply impressed by the low 
standards of spirituality that must 
exist among European nations. They 
had expected better 
things 
of us. 
They had assumed that Christian na­ 
tions who profess a religion of love 
would have kept on good terms with 
one another. 
They had not supposed 
that Christian peoples would 
have 
gone hammer and tongs at one 
an­ 
other. 
So, while they are willing to 
admire our vast power of organiza­ 
tion and our vigor and skill, they are 
spiritually disappointed in 
us. 
We 
do not appeal to them. We may have 
political dominance, but we have no 
spiritual ascendancy.

400 
years

Jacques Cartier’s famous expedition 
up the St. Lawrence and nearly 600 
years after

French traders settled on the coast 
of Guinea, the French colonial em­ 
pire is definitely entering 
history as 
a world economic and political unit. 
And when, as will shortly be

raw materials like 
cotton,

self contained producing and

suming enterprise which will serious­ 
ly rival America and Britain in the 
world markets. 
The year of the French Colonial 
Exhibition sees the climacteric of 13 
post-war years of unremitting activ­ 
ity by successive 
French 
govern­ 
ments in the field of colonial expan­ 
sion. 
An unprecedented effort is now be­ 
ing made to capture the imagination 
of the French people by revealing to 
them the wealth, the splendor 
and 
the 
romance 
of 
vast 
unexploited 
French territories in Asia and Africa, 
and to equip the country and its col­ 
onies in the coming world struggle 
for raw materials and markets. 
The Senate recently passed almost 
without discussion a series of 
bills 
providing for the grant of loans 
of 
more than one hundred and eighty 
million dollars to 
French 
overseas 
territories in West Africa. 
Indo-Chi- 
na, Madagascar, the Camesoons, New 
Caledonia and French Equatorial Af­ 
rica. 
The credits are to be used for the 
construction or improvement of sea 
ports and railways, postal 
services 
and irrigation works, hygiene 
roads 
and air and wireless communications. 
Schemes 
for 
the 
cultivation 
of 
cotton, silk, wool and other raw ma 
terials now purchased by France out­ 
side her own empire are to be financ­ 
ed by government loans. 
Coastal fisheries are to be devel­ 
oped—for France

spends 
be­ 
tween 10 and 15 million dollars 
a 
year on foreign 
caught 
fish. 
And 
French whaling ships are shortly to 
make a bid for supremacy in the new 


whaling grounds 
in the 
Antarctic, 
whither a French warship recently 
proceeded to raise the French flag on 
Kerguelen Island. 
Other projects to which the credits 
voted by Parliament will be allocat­ 
ed include the development of inter­ 
colonial communications by air, wire­ 
less and rail, the building of a rail­ 
way across the Sahara, the scientific 
prospecting of colonial territories for 
oil and minerals, the creation of co­ 
lonial banks of issue to finance agri­ 
culture and industry, the equipment 
of medical missions to fight tropical 
diseases and particularly the scourge 
of sleeping sickness, upon efforts to 
combat which $30,000 is to be spent 
this year.

Exhibition, 
which 
promises to be one of the most spec­ 
tacular and most beautiful 
exhibi­ 
tions ever organized, and for which, 
among other things, a perfect replica 
of the long buried Anghkor Temple, 
perhaps the Eighth Wonder of

World, has been constructed at Vin­ 


cennes, just outside Paris, and will be 
seen by millions of Frenchmen 
to

hitherto existed merely on paper. 
But French imperial 
propaganda 
does not end there.

past there has been a ceaseless effort 
to rouse popular interest by all the

But their line soon reach­ 
ed the house itself, and rested there 
so that a steady firing upon it from 
the other side was inevitable.

Having in the meantime learned of 
her situation, orders came from Gen. 
McPherson for her removal. She went 
accordingly into a shallow cave hasti­ 
ly prepared in a nearby ravine.

AN we expect to create a larger 
market for corn by linking agri­ 
culture more closely with chemistry? 
The chemists say that we can and 
they have a way of translating their 
visions into everyday practice. 
To suggest that there is any one, 
simple way to expand a market, is to 
offer a bold challenge. 
How are they 
going to do it? Why hasn’t it been 
done? The chemist can answer be- 
cause he has already started on the 
road to prove his claim. 
When we think of markets for farm 
products we find immediately that 
there are two principal ones which 
have existed from the very begin­ 
ning of time. One is the human 
Stomach and the other is the animal 
stomach. Only in recent years has 
there been a third market and that’s 
in the field of industry and manufac­ 
ture. The possibilities of stomachs 
ss a market is limited; neither man 
nor beast can consume more than a 
certain amount, but the market in in­ 
dustries is virtually unlimited. It has 
been growing steadily,

rived directly from corn is now b e i n g 
conducted in eleven states near the 
source of the raw material. 
Hut the 
scientist wants to go even further. 
T ic tie between agriculture and 
chemistry is more easily understood 
and Its value more easily appreciated 
if one thinks of food products as so 
much 
cellulose, starch and 
sugar. 
Take farm staples apart and most of 
them yield one or more of these 
chemical 
elements. 
And 
then 
we 
should consider livestock as Individual 
unit factories making fats and pro­ 
teins. Cellulose und starch, for ex­ 
ample, enter into industrial use in 
huge quantities. 
Photographic flint, 
and lacquers are made of cellulose; 
ao Is artificial silk. Starch figures 
prominently in the textile industry 
where it is used as a sizing, and in 
the making of paper and adhesives. 
More than thirty Industries use starch 
In one form or another. 
The chemist knows all about this 
development because he is responsible 
tor it and he visions it being carried 
further. He recognises starch as a 
basic material with vast possibilities. 
He found the way to make it from 
com and other agricultural products 
and he secs an expanslou in its use 
Which may ultimately make It more 
important in Industry than in the age- 
old stomach.
